To get his letter 
to his friend, he hands it to a slave 
and tells him where to take it. 


The slave makes the journey of 60 
miles on foot. He knows he must 
travel as fast as he can, and three 
days later he gives the letter to his 
master’s friend. The friend looks at 
the seal to make sure that it has not 
heen broken, then cuts the cords and 
reads the letter. 

It was common for Romans. to 
write letters on wax-covered tablets; 
hut some of them used “papyrus,” 
the paper which has been invented in 
Egypt. In that case, the writing was 
done with pen and ink. 

Mueh better time was made when 
mounted men took letters from place 
to place. A journey of 300 miles could 
be made in about five dars. 

Irivate letters to friends in far 
parts of the Roman empire were like- 
ly to be given to travelers who hap- 
pened to be going that wary.

Negro Convicted at Lexing- 
ton Sentenced To Die 


Oct. 10. 


LEXINGTON, Ga., Sept. 16.—Sem- 
mie Gaines, 24-year-old local negro, 
the murder of Mrs. CU, 
G. Goolsby, an aged blind white wom- 
an, and her daughter, Miss Nellie 
Goolsby, on June 26, tonight was 
found guilty of first-degree murder in 
Oglethorpe county supérior court and 
sentenced by Judge Berrt T. Moseley 
to be electrocuted on October 10. 

The negro was tried on only one 
that of slaying Mrs. Goolsby. 

The trial opened thie morning, the 
case going to the jury about 6 o'clock 
tonight, a verdict being rendered two 
hours later. Gaines, who had been 
confined in the Atlanta tower since 
his arrést soon after the crime was 
committed, was brought here this 
morning by Sheriff T. E. Watkins. 
The return trip to Atlanta was start- 
ed tonight soon after the sentence was 
pronounced. While feeling ran high 
at the time of the slaying, no disorder 
occurred today, the prisoner being in 
charge only of the sheriff andkdeputies. 

Gaines made no statément today, 
but evidence was introduced that he 
had confessed the killing. 

The crime was one of the most das- 
tardly ever committed in this section. 
Mrs. Goolsby was slain in her home 
while her daughter was milking the 
cows and when she returned to the 
home she also was attacked with a 
stick. She lingered several days be- 
fore dying.
